Neceſſity and Advantage 
Of Preſerving 


Our own Manufactories. 


HAT there 15 a-Contro- 
verlte between the Ma- 
" nufacturers of "England 
and the Eaft-India Traders, I 
conceive to be generally i 
known, but the true State of 
the Caſe, I ſuppoſe, is not fo 
well underſtood : the Author 
of a Pamphlet very lately come 

forth, intituled, The great Honour 
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and Advantage of the Eaſt-India 
Trade, &c. apphes the cauſe of 
this ED wholly ro the 
miſtaken Prejudices of thoſe, 
who bcing, as he ſays, no Phi- 
loſophers, don't know where to 
fix the reaſon of their miſery by 
the Decreaſe of their Trade, 
but have blindly ſtumbled up- 
on this as the next in their way; 
FI ſhall therefore endeavour. to 
{et this caſe in 1ts true light, 
thereby to diſcover whether" 1t 
be a meer chymerical Fancy, or. 
a real Evi, that they complain 
of; and to that end, that it may. 
appcar more clear, I ſhall lay 
down both negatively and por 
fitively ; 


Firf?, 
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Firſt, What it 1s that'they do 
not complain of ? _ 

Secondly, What: it 1s that 
they conceive tney have juſt 
reaſon to complain of and de- 
{ire Rehet ? 

As to the frlt, they do not 
deſire to hinder the Trade and 
Commerce of the Nation, byt 
are fo far from 1t, that they de- 
| firethe Encreaſe of all our own 
- Manufactures, as one of the beſt 

means of Increaſc in it; nor do 
they defire the hinderance' of 
any Merchandiſe that tends to 
the good of the Nation (as he 
ſeems. to ſuggeſt) but 1t that 
men will fay, That their trading 
Gemus 1s difcouraged, becauſe 
they. are hindered from freely 
Sn —:. —_

exporting the Native Product 
of the Land to be manufactu- 
red beyond Sea, as in the caſe 
of the Owlers, or becauſe they | 
are hinder d from bringing in 
all forts of Provilzon to ſerve 
inſtead of the Product of our 
own Land, or becauſe they are 
hinder d from ſending out the 
Treaſure of the Nation to bring 
n Lieu thereof ſuch manufa- 
Etured Goods, as ſhall ferye in- 
ſtead of our own greateſt Ma- 
nufactures, which uſed ro em- 
ploy the largeſt numbers of our 
Poor: in all theſe caſes, and 
and other ſuch like, it 1s evident, 
that whatever cry ſuch men 


make of the great loſs and da- 
mage 1t 15 to the Nation to hin- 
| der

der their Trade and Commerce; 


yet there 15 nothing more at 


their own private Gain, to en- 
rich themſelves in particular , 
though it be ro the extremeſt 
Damage and Prejudice of the 
Nation in general; for as it is 


= that Trade the Merchant lo- 
ſeth by, as the afore-mention'd 
\ Author relates and exemplifies; 
ſo it was not for want of Wit 
(he is ſo: much a. Pluloſopher) 
that he did not tell us, that it 
1s as poſſible for a Merchant to 
gct much, and grow very rich 
by that Trade which the Nati- 
on loſes and is impoveriſhed. by. 
As for example, Suppoſe-a Mer- 


chane 


the bottom of their deſign, than 


poſſible for the Nation to get / 
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chant ſend 10000 /. to India, 
and bring over for it, as much 
wrought Silks and painted Cal- 
licoes, as yield hum here 70090 /. 
if they be all worn here in the 
room of our own Silk and Wool- 
len Manufactures, the Nation 
loſes and is the poorer 10000 /. 
notwithſtanding the Merchant 
has made a very profitable Ad- 
venture, and ſo proportionably 
the more and oftner he ſends, 
the faſter he grows rich, and the 
more the Nation 1s impove- 
riſhed. 


Secondly, It is not any ſup- 
preſſion of the Eaſt-India Trade

Trade, generally ſpeaking, mnll 
within thirty Years Jaſt paſt, 
ſfince which time they have la- 
Dourcd to cncreaſe their Trade 
to their utmoſt power in thoſe 
ManufaCtures, and finding the 
Advantage they had of tis 


the wretched Poyerty of that 
nume- 


land, and ſuch was the Indian

numerous People, have uſed 11- 
niſter Practices to betray the 
Arts uſed 1n their Native Coun- 
try, ſuch as ſending over Arti- 
ficers and Patterns to inſtruct 
them in the way of making 
Goods, and Mercers to direct 
them 1in the Humour and Fan- 
cy of them, to make them fit 
our Markets, a Practice ſo 1n- 
_ conſiſtent with the Love, and} 
contrary to the intereſt of their 
Native Country, that it 1s rec- 
koned in ſome Countries a ca: 
p:tal Crime, and this brings me 
to the ſecond general, that 1s, 
Secondly, What it 1s that 
they conceive they have juſt rea- 
ſon to complain of, and deſire 
relict againſt.

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And that is, that great 7m- 
port of Foreign Manufactures 
that are ſpent here in the room 
and ſtcad of our own, and that 
in ſuch yaſt quantirics, as ſeems 
very likely to extinguiſhthe Eng- 
liſb Manufactury, which is as i 
were quite born down by that 
mighty Torrent and [nundation 
of Forreign Manufacturics; and 
this ſending our of our Treaſure 
to bring in this abundance of 
wrought Goods, is like drawing 
out the pure and ſpirituqusBlood

But the Author of thac Pam- 
phlet fays, That this Foreign 
Commerce is the only way to pro- 
cure us Treaſure : If he means

m1:take, for that is ſo far trom

And though the pernicious 
Effects of the uſe and wear of 
foreign Manufactures , | doth 
firſt reach thoſe concerned in 
Manufactory here, yet its 1ll 
Influences will as ſure reach the 
Gentry and Proprictors of Land, 
(if not timely prevented) for. as 
the ſaid judicious Author ſays, 
Land and Trade arc Twins, and 

hayc

have always, and ever will wax 
and wain together; 1t cannot 
be ill with Trade, but Land 
will fall; nor i] with Lands, 
but Trade will feel it. 

And therefore it muſt needs 
be, that the promoting the 
uſe and wear of -Indi#hn Manu- 
factures here, tend to the fink- 
ing of the Value of Land in 
England, - after the Pattern of 
India, for there muſt be always 
a Symmetry and Propbrtion bc- 
eween the price of Labour and 
the value of Land, for he that 
works for 2 Pence a day, can- 
not give 50 Shillings per ann.
